HOW THE BANK WAS STARTED. 

Q. Were the $100,000 of bonds ever de- 
posited, and if so, how and where? 

A. The $100,000 of bonds were depoe- 
ited by Hutchinson, and the 790,000 of 
circulation were ebtained by him and 
sent to the bank at Memphis, and was 
entered on the books of the bank. This 
circulation was sent cut to Memphis in 
bundles of $20,000 or $30,000 at a time, 
after the circulation was signed. Part 
was issued by the bank, and part by div- 
idends. ‘The whole $90,000 was put into 
circulation. Hutchinson was repaid for 
the bonds he had deposited by bis drafts 
on. the Tennessee Nagional Bank of 
Memphis. Before he procured the de- 
of the funds known as'the schoo!) 

und, we had not paid Hutchineon fully, 
and we sent the 7618,250 of bonds, as we 
obtained them, to the National Bank of 
the Metropolis at Washington. The 
funds had only been in Memphis a short 
time when I sent them. They were 
sent to Hutchinson witb instructions not 
to sell them, and we took a receipt for 
them as a ‘‘special deposit.’ He did 
not, however, dispose ofthem. He went.

This was my first fnfor- 
mation that Hutchinson intended to 
deny our right to draw uvon him to the 
full extent of our deposit. Hua:chinson 
had increased his stock to $15,000, and 
after the trouble with the State was 
made public, he desired to have his stock 
credited up to him, so that it would ap- 
pear that he had settled up in fall with 
the’bank. November 10, I telegraphed 
to Sherman to remove cur collaterals 
from the hands of Hutchingon, I having 
heard that they were hypothecated ip 
New York. Mr. Hill ana I-went to see 
him, and I urged him to secure their re- 
turn. I also consulted a lawyer to find 
if I could bave him arrested for convert- 
ing a special deposit. He made prom- 
ises, Which he broke. We negotiated 
with Jay Cooke in order to secure the

Q. What influences were brought to 
bear upon members, or what means used 
to secure the passage of this 431 section, 
and what was the history of its passage, 
and upon what members ? 

A. Of course we became acquainted 
with memberr, and in asocial way sought 
for their good opinion, rendered services 
in the way of drawing resolutions, bills 
and charters; in short, adopted ail the 
means usual to lobbying. Ia addition to 
these, we made promises to many mem: 


bers, (and to others for their influence,) |. 


offering to discount their notes or lend 
them money as they might need it. 
There never was, 80 far as I know, any 
money given directly in consideration of 
& specified note or a direct bargain made 
to any member to the effect that if he 
voted for certain resolution or bill he 
should haveso much money. We gave 
promises and extended favors pending 
these negotiations or transactions, with 
the following gentlemen:

There was a 
young man who was frequently with 
Mr. Wilson Duggan, of Sevier, who 
came to me and said if I would give him 
one hundred doliars he would secure 
Duggan’s influence. I gave it to hin, 
W hat he did with it I don’t know, nor 
do Iremember his name. I saw Mr. 
Rutter present Dr. Mulloy with a suit of 
clothes. Gen. John Eaton, Jr., told me 
that he was in the employ of Mr. Rutter 
to secure the passage of the bill. We 
consulted together frequently. He re- 
c.ived one hundred doliars at one time 
to pay traveling expenses. All these 
transactions were had pending the pas- 
sage of the bill, and before it passed, I 
disbursed about thirteeu thousand dol- 
lars to various persons outside the Legis- 
lature to secure influence. 1 am now 
sued for the money.

ANSWER BY RUTTER, : 

In answer to a letter from the commit- 
tee, Mr. Kutter said: ‘‘On my interview 
with the committee I found that Lewis’ 
dispatches were faise, aud that be had 
no such understanding from the com- 
mittee as represented. I am satisfied the 
whole thing was a ruse on his part to 
procure mouey. He bad nosuch wriiing 
as be represented.

THE NATIONAL BANKS, 


I propose, hereafter, giving the status 
of these moneyed institutions in Wash- 
ington to your readers. 
biiland argument attacked them, root 
and branch. He proposes, in. lieu of 
these monopolies, to create, on pretty 
much the same foundation, a system of 
free banking, that will distribute the cap- 
ital and create facilities where both are 
demanded by the wants of trade, and 
not, as now, force them to play into the 
hands of the few.

While the National Banks are the 
mest yuppopular of all our monopolies, 
these men fight shy of them, and shrink 
from any measure loekirg to reform. 
Aside from the fact that every unjust 
and oppressive moneyed monopoly nas 
its lobby here, it is claimed that these 
banks coatribute heavily to the election- 
eering fund of the Republican organiz.- 
tion. They might well do it, for their 


profits during the late hard times have. 


been enormous; and the harder the 
times the higher their profits. : 

The Government pays them a heavy 
per centage for their kindness in using 
its credit, and they, in turn, either use 
the capital thus concentrated, or shave 
to the bone any unfortunate business 
man who asks their assistance. It is 
just such a load as this, and other of like 
sort, such as manufacturing monopolies 
and the rings, that carry our great party 
of the war hopelessly under. 


A CHASTE CONGRESS.

THE REGULARS. 


The Committee on Military Affairs in 
the House has been hard at work for 
some time past in an attempt to reorgan- 
our army.

The French, on the contrary, 
grew up out of actual war, as seen and 
experienced by genius, 

As we have no born aristocracy out of 
which to make officers, we undertook to 
create one. We confined promotion to 
one school—not the school of the camp 
and battle- field, but a little academy on 
the Hudson called West Point, that dif- 
fers inrorespect from aay other acad- 
emy in the land, save that is fed by Con- 
grees, supported by the Government, and 
patronized by the President. The aris- 
tocracy of West Point is not pleasant. 
The cadets are selected by members of 
Congress. ‘Now, as all Congressional 
patronage is limited to political purposes, 
the Congres:man selects his cadet from 
the family that has the most political in- 
fluences. and as that family is one that 
deals cut the most whisky, the aristoc- 
racy of West Point represents the corner 
groceries of the country. 

Social refinement comes of female as- 
sociation. Of this your aristocratic West 
Pointer sees very little while being edu- 
cated, and after he graduates he ja sent 
to the frontier to fight Mr. Lo, and cul- 
tivate his family. ° 

I am pained to write it, but the mili- 
tary aristocrat of West Point bases his 
claims on his backbone, and not his re- 
refinement or his pedigree. He stands 
well on his heels and calls private my 
man.’ When drunk, if of an amiable 
temperament, he says ‘‘my good fellow.” 
Ia either case he .eans ‘‘ you dog.” He 
despises a volunteer. A volunteer isa 
man who fights a little and runs for of- 
fice a good deal, Your West Pointer 
never runs for anything except to save 
his skin in a desperate fight, and then 
he calls it in a report, ‘ falling back in 


good order,’’ 


I am glad the volunteer is despised. 
He deserves to be despised for ever being 
ass enough to think there was auything 
in West Point, or a West Pointer, supe- 
rior to himself. 

Tbe volunteers in the late war did all 
the fighting, and the newspapers did all 
the thinking, and the West Pointers 
took all the honors—that is, all the hon- 
ors left us,in a military way, by the 
South. And these nonors, I fear, future 
impartial criticism will make so small 
that the General commanding may put 
them up his military nose without gi . 
ing him a headache,
